grOWMg lata 'pMatoes will pnMt by 
being on guard for insect pests at 
this time of the year, according to 
A. J. Olney. potato ^eciaUat at tha 
TCeatadkr MghMtim lBi#offaM< 
StaUan. Plant Ilea wars bigbly de- 
atrndtKe'^to Urst dfttp HbUtdea this 
year, while le&f hoppers, another 
common insect pest of the crop, have 
bdta aiore abandant 'darMg the last 
two or three yiaars tbaa aver before, 
he aald. In teMa dnrlbg ntmt yovs 
on the station farm, sprayed potatoes 
have yielded as much as one-third 
more than those that were left un- 
aprayed, it waa pointed out. 

"As aoon as the ptaau are six 
Inches high they should bp sprayed 
with a cotnbination .spray made by 
mixing standard Bordeaux mixture 
and anonata of read at tba rate of 
tbroo pdiuMn «t UmA ptfitiar tor aach 
60 gallons of Bordeaai. TMs spray 
will control Colorado potato beetles, 
the ordinary flea beetles and early 
blight. It may be necessary to re- 
peat tba daplloatloa of tbia 8»ray aa 
many aa from titar to six tlaos at 
intenrala of ten daya to two weeka. 
If plant lice or Ifaf hoppprs appear 
on the plants, it will be necessary 
to add nicotine sulphate to the spray, 
tbis material being added at the rale 
of a Half ^nt to M gafMna of Bpr^ 
deaux. 

"Special oare is necessary If the 
spraying is to accompllBb the desir- 
ed rasolta. Plant llda auMt bo bit 
by tbIs spray in ordar to bo ktllad, 

while the control of leaf hoppers de-

WtATHCR AND CROPa 
Summary of weather aad crop oon- 
ditioaa in Kentadty for the week 
ending Tneaday. Aagaat S: 

Temperatures were moderate and 
favorable for xrowth and farm work. 
Good showers in the eastern counties 
were beneficial locally, but ralnlall 
waa Ufht aad of little consequence 
in other diatrleta. Ia tha astreme 
western counties there has been no 
rain lor two weeks, and crop.s are 
uuediug rain badly, especially ou ihe 
hilly upland as far east as Daviess 
county. The state ozhibits marked 
contraau in crop coadltloBa. Corn 
and early tobacco are goiDd to excel- 
lent in the central and southern 
counties, where ihey will mature 
without further rain; but both crops 
are doUrloratlac hooaaao of drought 
in much of tho aorthoaatara dis- 
trict, and com Is "llrlng" In the west- 
ern dry area.

BREAD INSPECTIONS 

U the baken of Keataekr. tor their 

own protectiea and that of the peo- 
ple of the state, desire it, the Bu- 
reau of Koods. Drugs and Hotels of 
the SUte Board of Health will 
adopt far all bread taapeefjoae the 
standards of the FMwal Jetet Com- 
mittee on Deflnitiona, Miss iBarah H.' 
Vance, director of the bureau, an- 
nounced yesterday at Louisville. 

Efforts will be made immediately 
to tamiUarlM all bakera of the aUte 
with theae deitaltleas and later ex- 
pressions from them will be aoaght 
to determine the advisability of the 
adoption. 

These definitions define wheal 
bread or white bread aa that made 
in the form of a loaf or rolla, or 
other unite amaller than a loaf, by 

baking wheat bread dough. It must 
contain, one hour or more after bak- 
ing, not more than 38 per cent mois- 
ture.
